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REMARKS 

The Applicant is herewith providing the explanation of the invention that the Examiner 
requested at the interview. The functioning of the device is quite simple, and can be summarized 
very briefly as follows: 

The cup is placed over the bleeding site, and vacuum is applied to the cup interior by an 
attached manual or mechanical pump. Negative pressure inside the cup is generated which will 
seal the rim of the cup to the body surface causing retraction of the tissue within the cup at 
sufficient negative pressure to constrict the tissue and restrict blood flow to the area much like a 
tourniquet, thus slowing or arresting the flow of blood. When the flow of blood has arrested or 
been sufficiently slowed, the cup can be removed. 

Rejections based on Deutchman et al. 

Claims 1, 6 and 7 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Deutchman et al. (US Patent No. 5,395, 379), and Claims 3-5 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 103 over this same reference, either alone or in further view of Hulse et al. (US Patent No. 
5,935,136). 

As discussed at the interview, the baby's head over which the cup of Deutchman is placed 
is not an " active bleeding site" from which there is a "flow of blood." The placement of the cup 
over the baby's head in this reference does nothing to arrest or slow the flow of blood from the 
baby's head. In fact, in view of the explanation provided above, the Deutchman et al. reference 
has very little to do with the claimed invention. The Deutchman et al. reference certainly does 
not disclose all of the claimed elements, and therefore, cannot anticipate any of the claims. 

The Hulse et al. reference also has to do with a baby's head during delivery. Accordingly, 
the Deutchman reference, either alone or in combination with Hulse reference, does not contain 
sufficient disclosure of the present invention to create a prima facie showing of obviousness, and 
withdrawal of the rejections is respectfully requested. 

CONCLUSION 

In view of the foregoing Remarks and the Examiner's indication that no amendments 
should be necessary, it is respectfully submitted that the present application is in condition for 
allowance.
